NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24th March, 1979 

G.S.R. 260(E).—Whereas a draft of the Major Port of 
Tuticorin (Harbour Craft) Amendment Rules, 1978, was 
published as required by sub-section (2) of section 6 of the 
Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908), at pages 2505-2506 of 
the Gazette of India Part II—Section 3(i), dated the 4th 
November 1978, under the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Shipping and Transport (Transport 
Wing) No. G.S.R. 1312, dated the 20th October, 1978, in¬ 
viting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to 
be affected thereby till the expiry of a period of forty-five 
days from the date of publication of the said notification in 
the Official Gazette ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 13th November, 1978 ; 

And whereas no objections and suggestions have been 
received from the public; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (k) of sub-soctlon (1) of section 6 of the said Act , 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
namely :_ 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Major Port of Tu¬ 
ticorin (Harbour Craft) Amendment Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of thelr'pffir- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

1976 In tflC Ma ^ or Port of Tuticorin (Harbour Craft) Rules, 

(1) for sub-rule (2) of rule 3, the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely 

“(2) Nothing in this rule shall apply to :— 

(i) any craft forming part of the equipment of a 
ship or steamer unless it carries the passengers 
or cargo for profit; 

(ii) any craft maintained solely for purpose of 
pleasure and not connected with the carrying o‘ 
passengers or cargo for profit; 

(iii) any craft belonging to the port”. 

(2) for the Explanation under sub-rule (2) of rule 12, 
thr following Explanation shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

"Explanation—For the purpose of this sub-rule, all 
the repairs which involve replacement or re¬ 
newals affecting sea-worthiness of the craft shall 
be deemed to be major repairs”. 

(3) for sub-rule (2) of rule 13, the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

"(2) (a) Every licenced harbour craft plying within 
the port shall carry as many number of life jackets 
as there are number of persons including passen¬ 
gers and crew. 

(b) In addition to life jackets, craft shall carry life 
buoys at the rate of one for every two persons 
including passengers and crew, subject to mini¬ 
mum of two numbers of life buoys in every har¬ 
bour craft. 

(c) In lieu of life buoys, buoyant apparatus sufficient 
to carry the total number of persons including 
passengers and crew may be provided. 

(d) The life buoys or buoyant apparatus shall be of 
the pattern as approved by the Ministry of the 
Government of India dealing with the Trans¬ 
port 
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(e) AU - twoyfr “ma buoyant apparatus carried in the 
harbour craft shall be stowed to the satisfaction 
of the Deputy Conservator and so as to be readily 
accessible to the persons on board.”; 

(4) in rule 19, the following proviso shall be inserted, 

namely ;— 

"Provided that in the event of a licenced harbour craft 
being found over-loaded by the tindal, only those 
passengers who entered the craft or the quantity 
of cargo that was loaded after the prescribed limit 
as specified In the licence, shall be asked to leave 
or that quantity of cargo to be removed, as the 
case may be, to comply with the conditions of the 
assignment of the issue of licence"; 

(5) for rule 25, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“25. Liability of the owner for the acts of tindal or 
any member of the crew employed by him on his 
craft—The owner of the craft shall be responsi¬ 
ble for any acts of tindal or any other member 
of the crew employed by him on his craft. 
While plying the craft under the provisions of 
these rules"; 


(6) for rule 26, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

"26. Revocation of licences ;—If in the opinion of the 
Deputy Conservator, the owner of any licensed, 
harbopr craft or tindal or any member of the 
crew has contravened any of the provisions of 
these rules, he may, without prejudice to any 
other action that may be taken against such 
owner in respect of the contravention, and after 
giving him a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard cancel all or any of the licences held by 
the owner.”; 

(7) for rule 32, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“32. Procedure for imposing penalties Every person 
on whom a charge of breach of any of the pro¬ 
visions under these rules are made shall be given 
a reasonable opportunity of being heard before 
any penalty is decided for such offence, and that 
no order imposing a penalty under these rules 
shall be made except after giving the person on 
whom such penalty Is proposed to be imposed a 
reasonable opportunity of being heard.”
